A DDR ESS. 

Called by the passing away of another year to 
meet the member* of the American party in Na- 
tional Council, the occasion demands a reaffirma 
tion of our opinions. We are ready to-day as 
aforetime to give a reason for the faith that is 
in us. and as ready to dav as ever before to stand 
last by our vows of devotion to our whole coun 
try Neither dismayed by defeat, nor disheart 
ened bv opposition — neither discouraged by the 
past, nor without hope for the future — we meet 
together both to counsel one with another, aud to 
show to the people of the United States by our 
presence and our numbers here in open conven 
tion that as a party we are hopeful and determin- 
ed as to our future course of action. 

Tin 1 clominaut party at the North and the dom- 
inant party at the South, by appeals made to sec- 
tions of country and the passions of the day, are 
temporarily successful. But a temporary triumph 
is no evidence of permanent success. Nor docsa 
victory secured l>v passion give evidence of a 
true attachment to principle. A true soldier will 
never be disheartened in sustaining a good cause 
liccause of one or mauy defeats. 

The nine hundred thousand American voters 
who sustairded the American candidates for the 
i in the gift of the people in No- 
may enjoy the consciousness of an 
honest work well meant aud well done. They 
mMmt counted the cost of defeat nor faltered in 
the discharge of a great public duty, and had the 
thousands of. men who agreed with them in 
opinion as to the justice of their principles and 
the fitness of their candidate acted upon the same 
convictions of public duty, the result would have 
been far diffcrpit. At the North, tens of thou- 
sands voted for Mr. Fremont upon the plea that 
there was no chance for Mr. Fillmore, while tens 
■ •I thousands voted for Mr. Buchanan at the 
South upon the plea that a vote for Mr. Fillmore 
would secure the election of the candidate of the 
miscalled Republican party. It was a cruel and 
niical led for sacrifice of principle upon the altar 
ul e\pcdieucv, and one of those sacrifices of prin 
ciple which, if persisted in, in private life, as is 
-oineiimes the case, in the consideration of sub 
jects of great puVlic moment, would result in 
common disaster. When patriotism becomes the 
i ul. , I iction and a true love of country points 
out i'.> rath of duty, nothing can excuse the 
yielding up of that which is right for that which 
i- merely expedient. 

We do not, however seek to recall anything 
in the past calculated to wouud the feelings of 
those who were tempted in a moment of despon 
dencv or thoughtlessness to forget their obliga- 
tions" to their country or their associates in princi- 
ple. 

Thousands who left our ranks in N 
drawn away by the temporary 
passions of the hour, have returned to the fold of 
the American party. They have been taught in 
the bitter school of experience that the word of 
promise mav be made to the ear and broken to 
the hope. Where there was a pledge to secure, 
and the power to effect a pure ballot-box — the 
want of which is one of the great evils of the 
times — and to accomplish which ought to unite 
the good men of all parties — there has been eith- 
er a criminal indifference to the evil itself or a 
bold paarticipation in that wrong. So in the 
promises made at the North to secure a pure 
franchise through the agency of a registry law 
where all could aee and know who, under the 
constitution and by the laws, were entitled to 
vote. 

In no instance that we can recall to mind have 
either of the two great organizations opposed the 
American party endeavored to secure those 
wholesome reforms which are essential either to 
an inteligent or honest exercise of the rights of 
franchise. Even where an attempt has been 
made, as in New York, to secure a practical re- 
form under the naturalization laws, so that while 
the change would not extend the five years' rear 
dence previous to naturalization provided by the 
laws of the United States, it would, neverthc 
less, secure a small portion of this limited resi 
dence before the alien wasalowedto vote, the at- 
• tempt has failed, bv the combined opposition of 
l.oth the Democratic aud Republican parties, who 
uot unfrequently work together at the North to 
leslrov the American organization. And while 
i Iktc has been a neglect to maintain a pure fran 
nMtc lor white voters, and an open and earnest 
opposition to all reforms, proposing simply reme- 
dial measures for admitted great public evils, 
there has also been enacted in New York a sue 
eessl'u! measure looting to such an amendment 
of the Constitution as would secure a general sys- 
tem of suffrage to the negroesofthe State Thus, 
in one part of the Union a State Constitution ia 
opened to sustain the question of negro suffrage, 
while in another part of the Union the alien hat 
had conferred upon him privileges wholly uu 
known to the native-born citizen. To day a foreign 
pauper or a foreign criminal, driven or banished 
from the pest or prison houses of Europe, is made in 
all things, and regardless of his residence in the 
country, an equal with the citizen whose service has 
been life-long, patriotic, and useful in the land of 
his birth To-morrow , again, States in another sec- 
tion of the country become revolutionary in their 
plans of opposition to the Federal Government, 
and exhaust their patriotism and labor in mcas- 
iii es of mere speciality and favor for the negro. 

We seek to avoid such analomiesof legislation 
in both our Federal aud State governments. — 
Their tendency is neither toward humanity nor 
mercy. They benefit neither the white nor the 
black race and, whether well meant or ill meant, 
result in that spirit of strife and uncharitableness 
in different States and among different classes of 
i>eople which the true men of the country cannot 
fail to deplore. 

Higher aims and nobler objects animate the 
American party We know of no political differ- 
ences between the riehts of the North and the 
rights of the South. All are subordinate to the 
constitution of our common country. The union 
of the States, the rights of the States, the privi- 
leges of the people in the States, and under the 
Union, is our chief glory and our greatest good.— 
When differences of opinion come, as come they 
will, they must be settled, not by crimination and 
hate, but by reference to that great principle of com- 
mon right and common protection— the Conuti- 
roTios of the United States; and if there shall 
unfortunately again be dfferences of opinion as 
to what is granted and what is denied by the 
constitution, the judiciary of the land, through 
the authorized courts of the nation, can alone 
make up and decide the final issue- The constitu- 
tion and the law must, therefore, at all times and 
ia ail places become our rule of action. 
Toleration of opinion, the freedom of 



and of the press, the right of the people peacea 
bly to assemble and petition the government for 
a redress of grievances, are among these specifi 
ed constitutional personal rights, and cannot be 
abridged except as the obuse of these privleges is 
restrained by the laws of the land. Equally ex- 
plicit arc the rights of the States over their own 
territories, and interference with them becomes 
both a public abuse of power and an act of per 
sonal impertinence. If all men in all sections of 
the country, could realize where their powers 
commence, and where they cease — if they could 
understand that they are no more responsible for 
other men's sins than they are secure in their own 
self assumed virtues, all would be comparatively 
well. 

There are mauy and vitai questions upon which 
the American party can agree, and to these all 
other subjects should be subordinate. They are, 
in brief, condensed in the following spirit of our 
Natioual Platform. We hold, for example, as 
cardinal maxims of public justice and private 
duty, to the following rule of faith and action: 

1st The Federal Union must be maintain 
ed. 

'id. The reserved rights of the States must be

10th. The naturalization laws must be amend 

ed. 

11th. "Squatter Sovereignty" and alien suff 
rage must be repudiated. 

12th Americans must rule America. 

There is nothing here not taught in the Consti- 
tution of the United States, and nothing here re- 
pugnant to the spirit and letter of that instrument 
of liberty and law. The provision of the Consti 
tution which requires the President of tho United 
States to be a native born citizen — which requires 
the Vice President to possess the same qualifica- 
tions with the President — which, in the foreign 
born imposes a nine vears' residence, after na- 
turalization, as qualification of a candidate for 
the United States Senate, and a residence of 
seven years, after naturalization, as a qnalifica 
tion for a Representative in Congress — which for- 
bids test oaths for office, and the maintenance of 
an established Religion, are all part and parcel 
of our faith aud practice. So far from departing 
from any provision of the Constitution, we seek 
to restore a respect for its framers, and an entire 
and hearty obedience to its provisions. It is, 
above and beyond all other records of political 
creeds, the platform of the American party. 

But we cannot shut our eyes to other "issues 
which have been forced upon us by the Democrat 
ic party, which is uot only not what it was in times 
past, hut which seems to have outlived its con- 
sistency, its usefulness, and its virtues. It has 
different faces for different parts of the country, 
and different phases to illustrate its many creeds. 
It has involved the government in great difficulty, 
and no man feels secure in the future while this 
party is in power. U under Democratic Adminis- 
trations there has been an opeu violation of law 
in the Territory of Utah. A social system which 
would have disgraced the darkest ages, utterly re- 
pugnant to civilization, reflecting the highest dis- 
honor upon the government, a festering sore upon 
the political body, and every day growing from 
bad to worse, exists and has existed for four 
years past within the borders of our own govern- 
ment. We condemn this outrage upon morals 
and humanity, and desire to see the nuisance 
abated We trace it, however, as one of the nat 
ural ills incident to that system of administration 
which seeks to fill the nation with criminals, pau 
pers, and fanatics from the old world. We trace 
the great majority of wrongs in Utah, the act of 
treason, the cases of arson, the multitudes of 
murders, the cruel banishments, the beastly in- 
tercourse, to that unnatural indifference to those 
who, serpent like, have crept into the bosom of 
the uation in order to sting and destroy it. 

Other questions of great importance though of 
less magnitude also attract our attention. The 
public domain, secured bjr a common treasure and 
a common sacrifice of blood and labor, the com 
mon property of the nation is distributed without 
regard to the general ownership, and with a lav - 
isfaness of appropriation which shows an utter in- 
difference to the just claims and true wants of the 
American people. 

Who can arrest these evils and restore the gov 
ernment to its ancient landmarks but the Amer 
ican party? Where else is there a sure hope of 
the union of the Slates with that free expression 
of opinion which belongs to every Common 
wealth of the Republic, and to every citizen in the 
Union I 

We call then upon our countrymen all over 
the land to organize and act Let them seek to 
give honor, strength, prosperity, and perpetuity 
to our glorious Union by making the love of 
country and of the whole country a passion and a 
principle. 

The past in our nation is made glorious by the 
patriotism and heroism of our noble ancestry of 
Southern men of the stamp and character of him 
who led the great armies of the Revolution, and 
of those who were distinguished under the con- 
federation and in the convention which framed the 
constitution Northern men, too, of the stamp and 
character of the son of Massachusetts who nomi 
nated George Washington t.f Virginia to be Gen- 
eral-in-Chief of the armies of the Republic, and 
like him received the sword of the leading British 
General on Southern soil at the instance of the 
forever loved, Heaven protected Father of our 
common country. 

Living then in these great examples of the 
past — seeking to re-baptise the whole nation in 
the spirit of the great and good' men who led 
the way to victory, and to independence, we, 
too, are hopeful and heartful of the great fu- 
ture. 

We invoke the sympathy, the aid, the co-ope 
ration of all men, all over the land, who are with 
us and of us in principle and sentiment — and of 
all men too, who wish to reform those gross 
abuses in the State and nation which nave result- 
ed in so much personal wrong, and left a stain 
like a wound upon the fair frame of the Republic. 
Americans and friends of Americans, North and 
South, East and West, "Awake, arise, or be for- 
ever fallen."

At the age of twelve she 
was received in a neighbor's family as a children's 
servant. The frequent visits of lier master aud 
mrstress to London, where they resided in the 
house of their relative, the ce'ebrated engraver. 
Bovdell, gave her the first id- a of the impression 
her figure produced on the crowd in public places, 
an 1 a vague presentiment of the high fortune to 
which her beauty would exalt her. 
At sixteen she m.id- her escape from H.iwarden. 
a field too obscure and circumscribed lor her ex 
pan led dreams and engaged herself in the house- 
hold of a respectable tradesman in Loudon. A 
lady of superior r ink, struck by her appearance 
in the shop, elevated her to a higher position in 
servitude. 

Almost without employment, in an opulent faro 
ily, Emma gave |nm up to the perusal of those 
faciniting romances which create an imaginary 
world for the love or ambition tif youthful minds; 
she frequented the theaters, and imbibed there 
the first inspirations of the genius of dramatic 
expression, of action, and attitude, which she 
embodied afterwar is in a new ai t, « hen she be 
came the animated statue tt beauty and passion. 
Being discharged by her mistress frrsome house 
bold negligence, her <;ro»ing taste for the theater 
induced her to seek a situation in the family of 
one of the man igers. The irregularity and free- 
dom of that establishment, the MMM inter 
course with actois, musicians, and dancers, initi- 
ated her ii. the subordinate mechanism of the 
dramatic art. She was then in the fljwer of her 
youth and the full perfection ol her beauty Her 
tall and elegant figure equaled in natural grace 
the studied .ittmide. of the most practical figur 
antes Her voice wa* soli, mellow, ami capable 
of expressing deep tragic emotion Her Coun- 
tenance endowed with susceptibility as capable 
and varvmg as the first feelings of a virgin mind, 
wus, at the time, pensive and d izzling. All who 
saw her at that period of her life agreed in de- 
-cribi ng her ts a resurrection of Psyche. Purity 
of soul, transparent t'nou^h the elegance of fea- 
ture, surrounding her. even in her dependent po- 1 
sition, with a respect which admiration dare not 
overleap. She RfnMtf fire without being etitangl 
ed in the flame herself; her innocence found a 
safeguard even in the excess of her beauty. — 
Her first fall was not a descent to vice, but a 
gli .ing into imprudence, arising from a yielding 
nature. A young countryman of the village of 
Hauardeu, son of the farmer who had first given 
an asv lum to her mother, was seized by a press 
gang, and carried in fetters to the fleet at anchor 
in the Tames. Emma, at the entreaty of the 
prisoner's sister, accompanied her to the ship, to 
implore the liberation ot her brother. Won by 
the beauty of the fair suppliant, he listened to 
her prayers and tears, removed her from her low 
though honest station, overwhelmed her with 
shameful luxury, furnished a house lor her. sup 
plied her with masters in every ornamental ac- 
complishment, b lastfully displayed his conquest 
iu public, and left her, when the squadron sail 
ed, exposed without safeguard to new seductions. 

One ot his friends, bearing a noble name, and 
possessed of a large fortune, carried off the faith 
I ss Emma to an estate in the couutry, treated 
her as hi- wife, made her the queen of the hunt 
ing parties, fetes, aud balls; and, finally, grow- 
ing fired of her at the end of the season, left her 
in London, at the 'mercy of chance, necessity, and 
crime. Thrown back from this goldeu cloud on 
the hard pavement of the metropolis, and depre 
dated in the eyes of her former protectors by the 
publicity ol her adventures, Emma was received 
by night, and in rags, under the care of one of 
those infamous procuresses who carry on the trade 
of seduction. 

Accident alone preserved her from infamy. The 
worn in who had given her shelter, struck by the 
natural grace and modesty of her demeanor, and 
astonished at her overwhelming charms, intro- 
duced her as a natural miracle to a celebrated 
physician, eminent for his admiration of female 
beautv. This was the well known Dr. Graham, 
(the inrentor of the celestial bed,) a voluptuous 
and mystical quack, who professed to worship and 
to possess some profound intelligence respecting 
the secrets of nature, by which means he had ac- 
quired a suspicious and fantastic reputation.

At the 
appeal, addressed to licentiousness rather than 
science, the di-ciples of Graham crowded myste 
nou-iy to his amphitheatre. The unfortunate 
victim of her own charms appeared, clothed 
in transparent garments, in the costume of a 
divinity; her coveriug scarcely coucealed her 
blushes. 

The pride of the physician and the enthusiasm 
of the spectator? burst forth iu loud acclamations. 
Painting and statuary had never before presented 
ideal form and coloring equal to this example of 
living nature. Painters and sculptors vied iu ri- 
valry to copy from this divine original. Among 
them, Rorauey, one of the leading artists of the 
day, produced many duplicates of the same lovely 
countenance. He painted the fair Emma as the 
goddess of the heathen mythology, and under the 
attributes of the leading heroines of poetry and 
the drama These portraits, being engraved, 
multiplied throughout Europe the features of the 
unknown beauty/ Romney, like Apelles subdued 
by Campaspe, became enamored of bis model, and 
carried her off from Graham as an exhaustless 
treasure of art and fortune. He sold for their 
weight in gold her portraits, either as the sorce- 
ress Circe, or as Innocence holding a sensitive 
plant, and astonished at the motion uf the flower. 
This anonymous publicity at the same time pro- 
tected her modesty. The produce of her attitudes, 
which she received from Graham and Romney, 
enabled her to live in Loudou, in the shadow 
of respectable retirement. The celebrated M id 
atne Lebrtin, artist in ordinary to the Queen of 
France, Marie Antoinette, pa'inted her at this 
time »g a Bacchante, and carried her features 
over to France A voung Englishman, of the il-

\ J;.' 9Covere d Emmain this obscurity. Passion 
made him believe in her virtue; he loved and en 
deavored to seduce her. Whether she desired to 
redeem the errors of her early life, or preferred 
an honorable name to a large fortune, she steadi 
ly resisted his soliciutions, and was only won bv 
a promise of marriage as soon as the objections 
of the family could be conquered by persever- 
Three children followed this secret union, 
thiug lor a time disturbed their haDDine*. 



they were genuine, appealed to the tender 
pledges of her love, and besought Sir William 
to pardon the father aud mother for the sake of 
the unfortunate children. Her triumph was more 
signal than she anticipated. The old man fas 
einated by features and accents which surpassed 
all he had ever looked on or listened to, either in 
the classic master pieces of Athenian statuary, or 
on the voluptuous boards of the Italian opera- 
houses, yielded to the seductions which had en 
chained his nephew.

They 
were privately married in Loudon, and Sit Wil 
liam has ened back 'to Naples with his prize, 
leaving his union undeclared. Her beauty daz- 
zled Italy, as it had previously fascinated 
England. But the knowledge of her avocation as 
a model, which could not be concealed, and ru 
mor of the shameless bargain between the uncle 
and nephew, preceded her to Naples. The am 
baosador, to stifle these reports and re-establish 
his idol, was compelled to the ceremony of a pub- 
lic marriage. Scandal disappered before the 
rank and resistless charms of the young ambassa 
dress. She was presented at Court, and at the 
fiist glance won the admiration and enthusiastic 
attachment of the Queen 

To say the least, it is generous lo believe that 
Nelson did not know the charming Emma's ante 
cedents. His spontaneous love arose for Lady 
Hamilton, to all appearance as distinct a being as 
could be conceived from the ragged wanderer of 
London streets, or the woman who sat as model 
of u Circe or a Bicchante This enchantress ex 
ercised a btern influence over the conduct of Nel 
son — so stern, that it left deep and everlasting 
shadows on the splendid fame of the hero.

From theSavanah News of the 21st inst. 
A Practical T«*st of Chinese Sugar-Can*-. 

Sprincfielo, (Ga.,) Avcust 19, 1857. 
Messrs. Editors: Amidst the heated and ex- 
citing political questions of the day, I have thought 
I would transmit to you the result of a practi- 
cal experiment with the Chinese sugar cane. 

Last spring I purchased one dollar's worth of the 
seed, and planted it in the early part of March, iu 
rows about four feel apart, and iu the drill one 
and two seed every six inches. My intention 
was to make forage, having very little confidence 
in its saccharine qualities; but I was iiiduced to 
change my purpose, and make an effort to pro 
cure sirup from it 

Myself and Captain P. H. Stanton selected ten 
ones, measuring one inch in diameter, and from 
eight to nine feet long, which yielded five quarts 
ot juice; ten more of the same size, which yielded 
five quarts of juice; ten more of the same size, 
which had been cut one day and night, gave the 
same quantity; and again ten from his patch 
measuring 17 8 inches iu diameter yielded six 
quarts, wanting a gill or half pint. We cut all 
the cane for boiling, irrespective of size or age 
We put two hundred gallous of juice iu the boiler 
for the first boiling, and after boiling slowly for 
ten hours took out twenty gallons of very good 
-imp. The next day we carried 170 gallons through 
the same process, only increasing the fire, boiling 
it in seven hours, and obtained sixteen gallon- of 
superior sirup. This we boiled down a little more, 
which makes it thicker, and is also better flavor- 
ed than the first. A third boiling of 136 gallons 
is at this moment taken off, grew on Captain 
Stanton's plantation, which is very tine, and 
which yields about the same proportion of sirup, 
or from appearance more. 

As the pot began to boil we put lime in each 
boiling being governed in quantity somewhat by 
the rc|>ort ot ex -Governor Hammond, of South 
Carolina. 

My seed planted nearly half an acre. No pains 
had been taken to put the ground in a high state 
of cultivation, neither was it worked with an eye 
tt a report for the public; and turning out thirty 
six gallons of fine sirup which was ground and 
boiled in two days, pays better than anv thing I 
ever planted 

The principal reason for this hasty and imper- 
fect sketch is I have heard of some one boiling 
and failing to make a good article, and who calls 
it a humbug. My impression is that they do not 
boil it sufficiently. If they make more than one 
gallon out of nine or ten, the sirup will be inferior 
unless the cane is far superior to what we ground. 
It should be boiled down until it has the appear 
ance of the sirup from sugar-cane wheu you de- 
sire to make su^ar, aud'then you will have a fine 
article, if proper attention has been paid to the 
skimming off the green scum which will arrise to 
the top.

Immense Fortune. — A fortune of an immense

350 acres in the city of Princeton, extending from 
the centre of the tow u along on both sides of the 
road towards Rocky Hill, now called Princeton 
street, and embracing some of the finest improve- 
ment, 600 acres on Cape Fear river, North Car- 
olina, a valuable coal mine now in operation on 
it, and property in various other locations. This 
may be a happy windfall to the heirs, if they are 
able to gain possession of the estates, of which 
they have the most sanguine hopes .—Philadelphia

Au Experiment on the Chinese Sugar Cane 
Sorghum Sachnrilerum) Made at Frank- 
fort,Kv.: (Lat. I8J{* > . Sept. 5th, 1857* 

When this experiment was made all the leaves 
were still green and the seed on the top of the 
panicle were ripening. Fire stalks were taken 
and the seven lower joints with their internodes 
of each plant were used. These were divested 
of the leaves, and the outer silicious rind of the 
internodes stripped off, and the pith only used. 

Weight of the 35 pieces with the rind on 
them - 8 lbs 

Divested of the rind 6 lbs 

These were crushed, the juice pressed out and 
strained, a teaspoonful of milk of lime was stir 
red into it, and when put on to boil the white of 
one egg was added to assist in the defecation. As 
the scum arose to the top it was skimmed off. In 
a short time the boiling liquid assumed the con- 
sistency of tar, and when cooled to the tempera- 
ture of 12U° F. would not readily flow. It weigh 
ed three quarters of a pound, '' 4 ?t. It is de- 
monstrable therefore that an acre of land planted 
three feet each way, and three sulks only left in 
each hill, will produce 2500 tt>sof such syrup as 1 
obtained. The specific gravity of good molasse9 
is 1.5 a gallon, therefore weighs 12 lbs. An 
acre of Chinese Sugar Cane will consequently%ro-

The State.— The events of the last fortnight are 
interesting, if not important. The affairs of our 
State Treasury have never been in so healthy a 
condition. The issuance of scrip has been abol- 
ished, and business is now transacted on a cash 
basis. The action of the political conventions in 
regard to the payment of our State indebtedness 
will go far to a renewal of confidence abroad, 
which has been so justly impaired in consequence 
of the rascality of former State officials. 

From all sections of the mining country we 
receive favorable accounts, and quite as great 
quantities of gold are being taken out as ever be- 
fore. 

The crops are mostly harvested, aud have been 
gathered in good condition. The yield is far bet- 
ter and more abundant than was anticipated a few 
weeks since. The fruit crops have never been so 
plentiful as this year. 

An extensive vein of alum rock, of remarkable 
purity, has recently been discovered in Calaveras 
county. 

The various wagon road enterprises on the 
eastern borders of the State still attract much at- 
tention. A regular line of coaches now plies be- 
tween Placerville and Carson Valley. 

Disastrous fires have swept over the State dur- 
ing the two weeks last past, and a large amount 
of property has been destroyed. On the 20th ult., 
in Sacramento, a number of frame buildings on 
the corner of J and Fifth streets were burned. — 
Loss. $5,000. On the 22d, the flourishing mining 
village of Michigan Bluffs, Placer countv, was to 
tally annihilated by fire. Loss, $162,000. St. 
Louis, an active miniuing town in Sierra county, 
was, on the 25th ult., also obliterated by the de- 
vastating element — not a house left standing. — 
Loss, $2<t0,(t0(». In Shasta, on the 28th, a brew- 
ery, stable, au several other buildings were de 
strayed by fire. Loss. $10,400 In Grass Val 
ley, the Winchester saw mills were burned on the 
25th. Loss, $25,000. On the 19th ult , the brew 
ery of Godwin k Co., Mokelumne Hill, was 
burned to the ground. Loss, $5,000. The tules 
along the Sacramento and San Joaquin rivers 
have also been in flames for several days past, 
and considerable fear is felt for the safety of crops, 
fences, and other valuable property. We have, 
however, heard of uo material damage thus far. 

Matters political are the all absorbing subject 
of conversation. On the 2t<th ult., the American 
Convention met at Sacramento, and, after nomi- 
nating a full State ticket, and re endorsing their 
national platform, adjourned. They unanimously 
approved of the propriety of paying the State debt, 
so that resolutions to this effect are now incor- 
porated into the proceedings of all the political 
conventions which have been held. The settlers 
throughout the State are extraordinarily zealous, 
and iu many counties have nominated full tick 
ets. They can poll an immense vote in the State, 
and if they concentrate their strength on any 
one of the candidates of the other political Dartie? 
he is almost sure to be elected. 

In San Francisco the Reform party has nomi 
nated an excellent ticket, composed of men of all 
political parties, and citizens not only honest and 
upright, but men thoroughly identified with the 
interests of the city aud State. There is no 
doubt of the triumphant election of the ticket. 

Ex Governor Bigler, U.S. Minister to Chile, 
left this port tor Valparaiso, with his family, on 
the 29th ult., in the clipper ship Red Rover. 

The Citv — A meeting of the American party 
of the city and couuty of San F rancisco, was held 
on Saturday evening, lcth inst., at Schuppert's 
Saloon, corner of Jackson aud Stockton streets 
About two hundred persons were present Th« 
meeting was addressed by Bailie Peyton, Esq. A 
series of resolutions were passed declaring the 
vitality of the party, and appointing a committee 
to nominate delegates to the State Convention, and 
a county ticket, ' if they see fit." 

The Board of Supervisors, at a meeting on 
Saturday night, August 1, passed the ordinance 
granting Messrs. Beusley, Von Smith &. Co., the 
privilege of introducing "pure fresh water into the 
city, to be brought from Lobos creek. 

A young man, named Robert S. Williams, was 
before the last grand jury charged with having 
embezzled the sum of $6,000 from Mr. J.J. Felt, 
lumber merchant, No. 5, Stewart street wharf, in 
whose employ he had been as a clerk. Mr. Felt 
paid a visit to the Atlantic, some months, since, 
and returned last June. Upon examining the 
books, a deficiency of $6,000 was found in his 
cash account, and Williams, on the the 31st ot 
May, made a written statement to Mr. Felt, that, 
while he was away, he had carried away and lost 
by gambling over $6,000, and that $3,000 of it had 
been lost since the 27th of April, losing some 
times $500 aud sometimes $1,000 a night. The 
grand jury did not find bills for some reason. Mr. 
Felt states that Williams has been guilty of simi 
lur defalcations in the Atlantic States. 

Oregon — Our dates from this Territory are to 
22d ult. The constitutional convention is to 
meet on the 17th inst.. at Salem. The general 
news is unimportant. 

Western Mexico — The American consul has 
been imprisoned at Mazatlar. on frivolous pre 
texts, but the prompt action of other consuls in 
the place procured his release. 

Carson Valley— The advance of the overland 
immigration has reached Carson Valley. Fears 
were entertained of their safety, inasmuch as 
friendly Indians had reported that they were cut 
off by the "Snakes" at the "Sink of the Hum- 
boldt." They were, however, detained by short 
uess of grass. The Indiaus had been troublesome 
oy plundering the emigrants ou the Humboldt. A 
very large immigration is repotted.

OBITUARY. 

Uiid.— At his residence in Huutsville, Missouri, ou the 
-.'Clh Jay of .Aujjmt, 1«>7. the Kev. Addison Mcrdock 
Lie w ii, need 67 yeursaud 11 months. 

He was the youugett sou of Col. Zachary Lewis ot 
Bel-air in Spotsylvania couuty, Virjriuia. After receiv- 
ing a classic*! and mathematical education, while pre- 
paring himself by a laborious course of reading and 
study for a secular profession, he was converted a d bo- 
came a member of the Baptist Section of the Church of 
God. Having been baptised by the Kev. Absalom Wal- 
ler on iud 3d of July, l- •-. he soon after assumed the re- 
sponsible duties of a. Minister of the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ; aud he continued to preach in Virginia, Ken 
tucky and Missouri, so long as his health aud strength 
lasted. May it be allowed to one who knew him well 
from his cradle lo his grave to give a brief sketch of 
bis earthly career aud character? Kesidiug for many 
years In his native Slate, he became well known not 
only u a minister but as a high school-teacher. InU- 
mately acquainted with most of h.s brethren in the 
ministry, and with many of the literary' aud distinguish- 
ed men of the Slate, his influence was widely felt aud ac- 
knowledged in both his departments of labour. Having 
been twice married, flrst lo a daughter of the Kev. John 
A. Billiugsley a distinguished Baptist Minister, and after 
her death lo a daughter of Col. Thomas Miuor, a sol- 
dier of the revolutionary war, and having a large and 
increasing family he determined to remove lo Ken- 
lucky. Ou hisarrival in the Slate where he had beeu pre- 
viously, and was known to many who had heard him 
preach both in Virginia and Kentucky, he was Invited 
by the trustees to become the President of a literary 
institution at Georgetown, Scott county. Soon after the 
removal of his elder brother to Kentucky in ItOtf, he re- 
tired to his farm in Prauklin county, leaving the Institu- 
tion at the request of the trustees, in charge of his 
brother. Here he continued to preach, and subsequent- 
ly to teach till his removal to Missouri, where he con- 
tinued to preach nil being weakened by the toils of life 
and ill health, In rising from a sora he fell on the floor 
aud broke the nec of the ihlgh bone. Prom that lime 
although he recovered from the accident so far as to be 
able to walk with the assistance of crutches, his health 
gradually declined, till his departure from this earth 
placed him beyond the reach of accident, or pain, or 
sorrow. He was a ull man, of commanding appear- 
ance, of grave deportment, aud remarkably conser* 
vatlve anddidaciic speech, yeta man of strong emotions 
and deep sensibility. He was polite from feeling aud 
education, a gentleman of the olden school of Virginia. 
In the pulpit, he us«d the simplest forms of speech which 
a learned man could select from the pure ar.glo-saxon 
dialect; and all flowers of rhetoric he rejected, as inap- 
propriate in presenting to men "Christ and htm crucifi- 
ed.* His sermons were calm addresses lo the minds 
and hearu or his bearers, very solemn and full of war- 
ning. 

In the private circle he was courteous, affable, and 
kind, and in all the relations of life an -cirmptar mo- 
rum." who may have bad many equals, bat 1 verily be- 
lieve had never a superior on this earth — and with all, 
and above all, an humble, devoted, pious and zealous 
follower of his Lord and Master Jesus Christ, who was 
and is -altogether lovely and full of compassion.' 1 
Eternity only can disclose the influence of his example 
and his teachings upon the generation in which he 
lived.
